‘The Chairman's Speech: 


Tho ‘Chairman sald:—Gentle- 
men, the Report and Accounts of 
the Chambor have © been jin your 
hinds for somo days, and i rise to 
move thelr adoption. - 


In reviewing the events of the 
year, the question: which has 
undoubtedly. caused the most con- 
cern both here ond In China Ia 
the continued fal] in the price of 
allver and the consequent depre- 


lclation in allver currency. 


The diMeulties under which we 
labour nre no tess acute now than 
‘when they wero examined at aome 
‘longth by the Chairman at the 
annual meeting of the Chamber in| 
March Inst'year. If they are to be 
judged entirely by the level of 
exchange, they. are, in fact, of 
greater perplexity. The down- 
ward trend of ailver, referred to 
last year, developed much 4s, was 
anticipated, nnd the exchange 
rate of the dollar which at tho 
end of March, 1980, stood ‘at 1/6, 
now standa at under one shilling. 


The conclusions of the Currency 
Committes appointed by the local 
Government have been made 
public and accord in general with 
the opinion of your Committee on 
the points Bubmitted. I will refer 
only to two of the points consider- 
ed by that. Committee. The first 
wan the premium on the paper 
Aoilar; This was generally con- 
demned os harmful to the. trade 
of the Colony, and, although no 
immediate practicable means of 
abolishing it were apparent, the 
opinion was expressed that under 
the prudent policy being pursued 
by the note-lssuing banks, the 
oremlum would disappear in time, 
Ag n matter of fact’ it hia now 
disappeared, and, although some 
of the evila rather freely attribut- 
od to it atill remain with us, we 
may, 1 think. now derive some 
modified consolation from the fact 
that our doflar, though it be poor, 
fs at any rate honest. 


The second point considered by 
the Curreney Committee was the 
alarming influx of silver dollars 
naa ow resuk of the. premium on 
notes. The problem of thelr 
ultimate disposal appenras now 
somewhat less complex, and, as it 
would seem very unlikely that 
further {mports will be made, we 
may hope with more confidence 
that this disturbing factor will be 
yradually eliminated. 


Gold Standard. 


The , question ‘of this Colony 
going on a gold Alandard has been 
much discussed, and your Come 
mittee has recotded its opinion 
that. the change Sq inadvisable 
while China remains on a silver 
standard. You will not expect 
mo here -to enter at length into 
the considerations that have in- 


‘fluenced that opinions I will only 


say that the Chamber welcomes 
with much satisfaction the Cur- 
rency Mission that has recently 
arrived from Home to examine the 
whole question, following the 
recommendartian of the Currency 
Committee. The result of its de- 
liberations will be awaited with 
wreat interest, and its members 
may be assured of the full co- 
operation of thia Chamber in alt 
matters concerning. which. it may 
be of assistance, 


All that can safely ‘be suid of 
the immediate future of exchange 
is that a continuance of low 
rates appeirs likely and that it 
would seem unwise to build hopes 
on the dollar recovering to the 
level of former years. 1 join with 
Mr, Plummer in his speech de- 
livered at the Inst annual meeting 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation in welcoming 
the prospect of restored penee in.

Imports Handicapped.

United Kingdom fell from seven 
and on half million to two and 
three-quarter’ million pounds. 
Exports were valucd at £23 
miliiona as compared with £45 
milliona in the earlier period, Il 
should be mentioned that the 
foregoing. figures can only be 
taken to convey a general idea of 
the situntion,” as in certain res- 
pects the statistics for the two 
periods are not strictly com- 
parable, 


Now that the revised Statistical 
Department has been in existence 
for more than twelve months, the 
Information accumulated becomes 
of increased value, and I take this 
opportunity of emphasising the

The. Economic Mission. 


Although business dealings here 
are tnternational in scope, in a 
British Colony we naturally take.

therefore, welcomed the oppor- 
tunity of doing all in its power to 
assist the Economic Mission which 
recently visited the Far Enat. 
Reuter'a have cabled out a sum- 
mary of tho Report which the 
Cotton Mission have presented to 
the Authorities at Home. Ap- 
parently the members realise that 
if Lancashire ia to continue | to 
participate in the China trade her 
prices will have to come into line 
with her competitors, That 
neceasity has been pressed . from 
this side’ very forcibly over a 
Jong period, Other' points, prin- 
cipally with reference to distribu- 
tion, have also been raised by the 
Miaaton, but it doea not anpear de. 
sirable to comment further on the 
several recommendations put for- 
ward until we are in possession of 
the full Report. We trust the re- 
port of the Mission will lead to 
definite action on the part of all 
concerned with a view to enabling 
British manufactures to compete 
more advantageously than at pre- 
sent in the China ‘market. 


Ronrd of Trade Mules. ' 


.A year ago a report was com- 
pleted by the Technical Committee 
which, had been advising on the 
adaptation to local ‘conditions of 
Board of Trade Rules concerning 
shipping surveys and life-saving 
equipment, particularly as they 
relate to the unberthed passenger 
trade. In the meantime, the stan. 
‘dard to be aimed ot has been 
affected to some extent by the 
publication of the International 
Convention for the Safcty of Life 
at Sea, signed in London on May 
Sst, 1929. 

The Government Marine Sur- 
yeyors arc now discussing with 
the Technical Committee further 
modifications of Board of Trade 
Rules, taking Into consideration 
the articles of the International 
Convention, Article 12 of the 
Convention provides that, in the 
case of passenger ships employed 
in the carriage of large numbers 
of unberthed passengers, « Go- 
vernment may exempt ships from 
full compHance with, the Conven- 
tion and shall frame special rules 
in concert with such other con- 
trneting governments ta may be 
directly interested In the carriage 
of unberthed passengers. A Con- 
ference of Eastern and Far 
Eastern Governments. has been 
convened for this purpose and 
will be held ‘next month 
at Simla, [ am glad to 
state that opportunity has been 
afforded for full representation of

ESTABLISHMENT. 


STATION HOTEL CEASES [TS 
BUSINESS, 


The public auction which com- 
mences to-day at the Station 
Hotel, Will mark the termination 
of a dome and cessful establish- 
ment on the mainland, a business 
that has been in existence for 
over twenty years and-is one of 
the oldest in Kowloon, 


The business, which was con- 
ducted by Me, and Mrs. J. Sander- 
son Smith at the Station Hotel, 
ceased towards the end of March 
when the propricturs left the 
Colony afler a long residence. As 
per contract, however, the Hotel 
premises are still ander lease un- 
ul the end of the month ‘when 
owners will resume control, 


With the demolition of Rose 
‘ferrace and other old buildings 
in Kowloon, the Station Hotel is 
probably the oldest at present on 
the Peninsula. Its early history 
is Jost in obscurity but it Js known 
that the two houses frontingg on 
Nathan Rond were occupied as 
private residences when they were 
purchused by the Spanish Domi- 
nican Procuration in 1908. 4 


In the . following year, Mrs. 
Uschman, a Joenal resident, estabs 
{shed a boarding house in the 
premises und carried on the busi- 
nets there for two years when the 
presont annex at the rear, facing 
Hankow Road, was  agquired by 
the Procuration and added to the 
establishment. : 

Mr. J. Sanderaon Smith, who 
arrived in the: Colony some ten 
yeara ngo, married Misa Uschman 
and later the couple took over the 
ninnagement of the establishment. 
They Were still the proprietors 
whew they retired from the Colony 
lagt. month.

‘] annual meeting of the Society for 


the Prevention of Cruelty to’ 
Animals, held In Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co.’4 board-room 
Inst evening, 

Addressing the gathering the 
President sald: 7 

Ladies and  gentlemen,—Our 
balance sheet and statement -of 
accounts has been in‘ your hands 
for some timo. Therefore I will 
tnko it as read, and ask that some 
member will move the adoption of 
same after which [ will make some 
remarks and answer any queations 
that may be asked. 

Referring 10 the balnnce sheet, 
you will note our statement of ac- 
counts close as at dist December 
1930, and dogs not include our 
Carnival Dance, and donations, re- 
ceived since January of this yenr. 
Iam more than pleased with the 
success of our Carnival Dance, not 
only was it a most pleasant even- 
ing, but our finances will benefit to 
the extent of $1,000, more than 
double the profit from our pre- 
vious ball. Our sincere thanks 
‘are due to all those who contribut- 
ed donations, and those who by 
thelr presence insured the succers 
of our annualdance. 1 should like 
to mention one very handsome 
donation received on the evening 

lor the ball, under the signatare 
of “Bess and Nigger," and in 
memory of “Dear Old Jack.” 

From this donation we have 
purchased a silver cup and in- 
scribed it in memory of "Dear Old 
Jack" from “Beas and Nigger,” 
and thia ct~p hna been presented 
to the Chinese Girl Guides, for 
thelr annual essay competition, 

You will note from our balance 
sheet, we’ started 1930 with a 
balance of $3,685, and closed our 
account with a balance of $6,060, 
an Increase of $1,320, which I am 
sure you will agree reflects grent 
credit on the working of the So- 
clety, and on our Secretary and 
Treasurer for their care in look- 
ing after our finances. 


Financial Drive. 


Our financial drive gave much 
better results than in previous 
years, thanks to the scheme put 
forward by Mra, Loseby, and the 
able supervision of our Treasurer, 
Mr. Blick. It is my intention to 
suggest that a small Sub-Commit- 
tee be appointed to inquire how 
wo could better invest our money, 
and who might also consider, how 
.we might Inerease our funds In 
order that we might employ at 
Ieast one more Inspector. 

I want to impress upon you the 
importance of ‘our Society. The 
Roynl Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals with its head- 
quarters in London and branches 
all over the British Isles, with the 
King and Queen’ and most mem- 
bers of the Royal family as 
patrona, many of its branches pre- 
aided over by the most Influential 
personage in the district, ita an- 
nual convention in London, is of 
great importance, and the life 
force of many reforms for the bet- 
ter treatment of animals, Here 
in this Colony we have the honour 
to have as our patrons His Excel- 
lency the Governor and the General 
Officer Commanding the Colony's 
forces, to whom we are greatly in- 
debted for their esteemed patron- 
age. With their support and that 
of the many who by their contri- 
butions become membera of our 
local Socfety here we hope to ac- 
hieve reforms that will put us‘in 
the forefront among the Colonias 
of the British Empire in) the 
humane method of dealing with 
animals. ‘ : 

Much work must be done by 
everyone, to reduce the’ careless 
cruelty that now exists. This is 
work that cannot ‘be hustled or 
hurried. “Old Custom” is dimeult 
to eradicate, 80 that we muat work 
by educative methods. : 

We must obtnin the sympathy 
of the governing bodies, they in 
their turn, must recognise that our 
effort js not personal, but in the 
higher sense, 0 great desire to help 
inn publie duty. : 


The Dogs’ Home. 


Our Dogs’ Home at Kowloon 
fulfils a public want, and we would 
like to see its usefulness extended, 
larger premises, - more konnels, 
and un permanent man on duty, 
Our Inspector attends there twice 
every day, where ndvice on the 
treatment of doga will be freely 
given, and where dogs may bo Icft 
for trentment, We can congratu- 
late ourselves in having a very 
good man in Mr, Fowler in charge 
at the’ home, and also give thanks 
to members of our committee 
who take a personal interest in 
the work of the home. Aa you will 
note from the balance aheot, tho 
Sir Robert Ho Tung endowment 
fund and Mr..M. J. Patell’s dona- 
tion help us greatly toward, the 
expenacs of the home. :

OPIUM ON “VENEZIA.” 


SHIP'S PAINTER CONVICTED 
OF POSSESSION. 


A ship's painter, oniployed on 
tho 8, Venezin, wns charged on 
remand before -Mr. Schofleld at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon with the possession of 
12 tiols of contraband opium. 

A Chinese Rovenue Officer de- 
posed that, on March 3%, he board- 
ed the ateamer after Its arrival 
from Macao. Jie met the accused, 
who . was ‘descending the com- 
panion way leading from an upper 
deck and who, on sccing the 
officer, throw awny one of the 
packnges. This act aroused wit- 
neaa’s suspicions, and he arreated 
the man, The discarded parcel 
was found to contain contraband 
opium.

Kowloon, This will entail a fur- 
ther expense on the Society,’ but 
will prevent the shooting of dogs 
at Kennedy Town, and I am sure 
you will agree that 35 dogs belng 
shot in one month calls for some 
inquiry! 

Hence our request to the Police 
that our Inapector “will call at 
Kennedy Town and remove any 
dogs: not affected with disease to 
our home at Kowloon. 1 feel con- 
fidont you will agree to this work 
being necessary, ; 

In the conveying and unloading 
of wivs much 4till requires to be 
dond, to ensure, that the new or- 
dinance issued by the Govern- 
ment fa carried out. While we 
must agree that no obstucles 
should be placed in the way of 
our trade in importing and export- 
{ng pigs and other cattle, never- 
theless ‘it is very necessary to in- 
troduce legislation to ensure that 
those in charge of the ansmals 
will have every consideration for 
(heir trentment, 

We had the honour 
coived as a deputation 
Colonial Secretary in connexion 
with the pig traffic, insanitary 
condition of bird shopa, and con- 
ditions in the markets. We were 
well received and much yood has 
vome from our talk, Bird shop 
owners were interviewed by the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs, 
whon they were told that their 
shops must be kept clean. 


More Powers Wanted, 


We would wish for power being 
given to our Inspectors to take 
out a summons in the event of 
uny failure to comply with the 
rogulations or cruelty to animals 
in general. We = have not” this 
power, and in one case bad ta 
withdraw, on-the advice | of the 
Magistrate, from prosecuting ina 
case In the market. We would 
Uke closer co-oneration with the 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon, as 
our interests seem to me to be 
identical. : 

We have a Sub-Committee now 
working on a scheme to centralise 
the sale of birds and other 
animals, That is, to have & bulld- 
ingi or part of a building set 
apart, where deglers in_ animals 
will have thelr stalls, a place that 
will be well ventilated, with suftt- 
elent light, and easy to keep clean. 

We should very much like the 
Government to introduce a Bill to 
make the use of the, humanc killer 
compulsory, This is now being 
Insisted on at Home, and a Bill 
has been introduced or passed 
throuch the Imperial Parliament 
for thin purpose. . 

Our Essay Competitions fulfils 
part of our educative method of 
instilling in the young mind the 
iden of kindness to animals, We 
have now three cups, to be com- 
reted for annually, ‘and the essays 
returned show a high degree of 
thoughtfulness, The result should 
be of great assistance to our 
Society. Ns 

Toagnin nppeal to all Scout 
Masters, and Girl Guide Leaders, 
to encournye all thefr members to 
obtain the “Friend to Animals 
Badge.”

characteristic. 

There aro somo things which we 
all know happen, but of which we 
are not proud and which we prefer 
not to think much about—the pro- 
ceedings in a slnughter-house for 
{natance. -At any. rate, we do not 
get shown filma of it, or we might 
enjoy our beofstenk lean. Equally 
we are not proud of the existence 
in our midat of the killer who kills 
for the joy of it: but here he is 
presented tous im a series of 
scenes of butchery which are not 
“Hollywood” but real, The thing 


is n carnival of bloodshed, render- |. 


ed more nauseating by the fact 
that the animala are invariably. 
either unsuspecting or attempting 
to eseape, After watching the 
“bumping off of about eleven 
species of beasta by these civilized 
gunmen, I loft the theatre without 
waiting to see tHe gorillas bumped 
off in their turn, feeling as if Thad 
apent an’ evening in an abattoir 
and ashamed of my own country- 
men, “It's a fine duy—let’s go out 
and kill something” is ao reproach 
too often levelled at Englishmen: it 
is humiliating to sce it publicly 
proved correct.

‘The value of a working know- 
Jecge of the Chinese Innguage to 
cmployees of local commercial firms 
ling often been urged by my_pre- 
decessora In this chair, and I am 
pleased to ssy that, as regards 
numbers on the roll, the records of 
the “Chamber's Language School 
continue to be satisfactory. Fifty 
atudents attended the School during 
1930. It has to be admitted, how- 
ever, that difficulty is often ex- 
perienced in maintaining classes qt 
full strength owing to the transfer 
of studenta from Hongkong in con- 
nexion with their employments; 
niso to the fact that others “fall by 
the wayside” on realising that the’ 
serious atudy of Cantonese Collo- 
quial involves sacrificing sume other 
interests. Irregular attendance in 
cnves.adds to the difficulty of main- 
taining standards and completing 
the various courses in tho prescrib-}¢ 
ed period. I am glad to say that 
during the year we were able to re- 
pair the loxs to the School caused 


by the retirement of Dr. Pearce, 


the founder of the School, who left 
the Colony a few years ago. The 
Rev. H. R. Wells, still full of energy 
after 45 years fn Hongkong, has 
kindly undertaken the direction of 
the School and the revision of text 
books. After a holiday at Home he 
ia returning to the Colony in 1982, 
and hopes to continue in charge 
for the next four years, | trust he 
may enjoy that mensure of health 
and strength which will enable this 
expectation to be fulfliled. 
Chamber's Finances. 

Turning to the accounts of the 
Chamber for the past year, it will 
be noted that the income from rice 
certifiente fees is roughly half 
what it was in 1929, an index of 
reduced export trade, Secretarial 
expenses are increased on account 
of exchange compensation voted to 
the staf as from July Ist list. 
Fartunately the Chamber put 1 sum 
of $88,000 to reserve between the 
years 1924 and 1929; the xe nerl 
reserve now stands at $80,000 and 
will probably have to be drawn upon 
in the next few years, unless the 
dollar appreciates to something 
like its former value.

It-in perhaps 
undesirable to comment until the 
ull Report has been recelved, bit 
it-s¢ems reuxonnble to presume 
that Reuter’s have telesraphed out 
the main recommendations of the 
Mission. ‘fhe necessity for re: 
dueing production costs has been 
strongly stressed. Impertera both 
here and in’ Shanghai ‘have 
emphasised — this necessity for 
some yearn past and hase reluc- 
tantly watched thelr — trade 
gradually declining inthe face of 
keen Japnnese and Continental 
competition, against. which they 
have found themselves helpless to 
inerense their turnover in British 
cotton goods, 


Unquestionably’ the decline of 
Lancashire's trade ix duc to the 
fact that prices are too high, and 
while the cost of cotton las de- 
clined to a very low level, export 
prices have not been reduced in 
the same proportion. Personally, 
T ennnot share the opinion that the 
British cotton trade is lost for 
ever, beenuse J am convinced that 
Lancashire will find the means 
eventually to produce on 4 com. 
petitive basis and regain, to some 
extent, her lost China trade. 


It in disappointing to note that 
the Mission has not made any re- 
commendations as ta how Prices 
for expert can be reduced, out if 
the varlous sections af the trade 
ean come under central control, 
in should be possible to redtice or 
exclude several intermediate py 
fits, thereby briusing Lanca. h re 
cloner to € hina’s ideas of values, 
The worker is not the only partici- 
pont to be calcd upon to make a 
sncrifice in the interesta of trade 
revival: the sacrifice has-to be: 
shared by all and we can foe] 
assured that, although Lancashire 
has been slow to meet the present 
situation, she will not be foun 
wanting in this crisis of her his. 
tery. 


The Sub-Missien have, however, 
emphazised some definite alter. 
in respect of methods of 
ny out here. Admittedly, 
there is scope for improving our 
marketine system, but, provided 
we are given competitive prices, 
even with our existing organisa- 
tions I feel sure ‘that Lancashire 
will obtain A full measure of sup- 
port from European importers in 
China and Hongkong. 


Needless to say, we are all 
leuking forward with the sreatest 
interest to receiving the full 
Report, which should be in our 
hands very shortly, I trust we 
rmerchants will do our part: in 
making » the recommendations 
effective, and, that the Sub-Com- 
mittees of the Chamber interested 
in the various sections of trade 
reported upon will give the 
Keport their most careful and 
aympathetic consideration. 


Government's Attitude. 


Turning to the Report, it is 
noted with regret that the re- 
yresentations made by the Com- 
1ittee to the Colonin! Government 
have met with so little response. 
Apparently there’ have been few 
instances in -which the Govern- 
ment has acceded to the consider- 
ed judgment of the Chamber. It 
sto be hoped. that the represen- 

ions concerning tenders for 
Government requirements — wil} 
meet with greater sympathy, and 
that local merchants will be yiven 
an occasional opportunity of parti- 
tipating on terms equal to those 
afforded by the Crown Agents to 
firms at Home.

Extrality Problem. 


I should like to endorse the 
Chairman's hopeful remarks con- 
cerning the return of peace in 
China.

Notwithatunding our strong sym-

Ing in China. 

The fccounts, I think, must be 
considered satisfuctory, for 
despite the increased secretarial 
expenditure duc to the fall in 
exchange a surplis is avniluble 
which has been added to the 
general reserve. There has been 
a slight falling’ off in’ subserip- 
tions, and in this connexion I am 
sorry to note that withdrawals 
trom the Chamber are in excess 
of new applications for member- 
ship. The income of the Chamber 
1 naturally more or Jess fixed, and 
in view of the possibility of expen- 
diture increasing in the future, 
I hope same means -wil} be found 
for increasing the membership. 

I should Jike to mention that 
the activities of the Chamber are 
far more varied than the Chair- 
man's speech. or the Report, give 
us to understand. It is interert- 
ing to learn. that nearly 400 trade 
enquiries kave been attended to 
during the past year, and doubt- 
less such work is of the greatest 
value to the trade of the Colony 
as a whole, , Work connected with 
arbitrations, rice surveys and the 
issue of certificates, called for by 
various authorities also occupics 
a considerable amount of the 
Chamber's time. 

With these few remarks, gentle- 
men, I have much pleasure in 
farmally seconding the adoption of 
the Report and Accounts.
